HAVE CLOSE CALL IN KING’S 
MOUNTAIN TUNNEL 
Caught In the middle of King’s 
Mountain tunrel, on account of a 
derailed car, three men nearly lost 
their lives last week by suffocation. 
They were held In the tunnel for an 
hour and forty mlnutea. and when 
Ohey finally got out they were com- 
pletely exhausted from the eftecta of 
the smoke, heat and gases They 
were Conductor James W. Davla, En- 
gineer Ooten and sectlonuian Oeorge 
Smith.

Listen to Sam Roberts, 
collector of Internal Revenue, In his 
Lexington Leader: 

Taking as a text that Caleb Powers 
says he Is a member of the church and 

Is, therefore a moral man, the London 
Echo lights into him and charges him 
with the fracture of nearly every moral 
law Is the catagory, as well as a large 
aumber of the statute books In fact 
It makes charges that if a democratic 
paper would make, there would toe a 
howl among the republican papers, all 
over the country. Not only la he charg- 
el with inciting to riot and bloodshed 
at Frankfort but fleeing in disguise 
with a pardon in hla pocket, when his 
sins could no longer be condoned. The 
arraignment la terrific, and If the half 
of It be true, the sentence of death, 
from which a democratic Court of Ap- 
peals rescued him, ought, in all Jus- 
tice, to have been Inflicted. 

Mr. Powers ought not have exposed 
himself to the revlvtcatkm of such 
charges from his former friends. It 
would have been a great deal better 
for him to have retired to obscurity, 
anl been forgotten, than to have let 
his ambition overleap Itself to warm a 
seat in congress. The goal, if he 
wins, Is not worth It Besides, what 
could he be, more than a notch cm a 
stick, with his only claim to recog- 
nition, that he was charged, and three 
times found guilty of conspiracy to 
assassinate a man who was legally 
proceeding to secure his rights, and 
that he accepted a pardon from a 
partisan Governor, when he could 
have shown his Innocence, If he was 
The Hon. Robert B. Franklin was 
abused and villlfled for producing 
sworn charges against Powers in court 
be was simply doing bis bounden 
duty. But even backed by the testi- 
mony that he had, Mr Franklin never 
made as serious charges against him 
as his former friends are now doing 
and proving that in pardoning him. 
Governor Willson committed an un- 
pardonable crime.

the present census was made, all the 
returns from such city must be passed 
upon In the bureau here and each fami 
ly assigned to the proper ward, where 
it lives. This requires much corres- 
pondence and each day hundreds of 
letters go out from the office asking 
for a variety of information. All these 
letters bear the signature of F. Dana 
Durand, aa director of the census, al- 
though he scarcely ever sees a one 
of them. 

The Geographer Division does alsol 
the work of searching the old census 
records of 1850 and 1860 to verify as 
to nge the claims made upon the Pen- 
sion office by persons who are ap- 
plying tor pension or an increase in 
their pension. This wora is rather 
dry and uninteresting. 8onie times the 
proper name can be found within five 
minutes, but often It requires two 
days time and a search through fifty 
thousand names before the right one 
is found. 

There are both day and night crews 
at the Census work The day work is 
from 8 to 4:30 wit., thirty minutes 
for lunch. The night work is from 
3:45 to 11:00 with fifteen minutes for 
lunch. Many of the employes seek 
the night shift as It gives them a 
splendid opportunity to see the city 
in the day time. Only four hours work 
is done on Saturday during July, Aug. 
and September. These half holidays 
are granted by executive order. The 
main census offices are at First and 
B. streets northwest in a low building 
rented by the government for the pur- 
pose. There Is nothing here to see 
except work and wastqjiaper and visi- 
tors are not admitted to the rooms 

The keynote of work here is not 
speed but accuarcy. Nobody ever gets 
in a hurry but when a piece of work 
is finished it roust be correct. If the 
slightest Irregularity exists anywhere 
all the time necessary is taken to re- 
move the doubt and make things 
straight Things that would never be 
questioned by the average business 
concern are looked into with discern- 
ment until everything tallies exactly 

Kentucky has between 80 and 90 
appointees In the bureau here now. 
Most of them are from the eastern 
section of the State. There are only 
fifteen women from Kentucky, her 
proportion is this respect being much 
smaller than the other States 1 have 
met many of them, and that charac- 
teristic something which forces sc 
quaintancesblp of Kentuckian with 
Kentuckian when away irom home is 
nowhere better exemplified than hero. 
The regular appointees from Ken- 
tucky in the government service here 
have an organization known as the 
Kentucky Club. Mr. Bert Clothier 
of Somerset is secretary of the club.
